W ho’s holding the bag ? 


Speaking of highway safety, the automobile industry and 
the Department of Transportation are reportedly on a col­ 
lision course over the question of air bags in cars. 
The department (DOT) has set 1973 as the year in which 
all new cars must have this “passive restraint” system, 
consisting of a plastic bag which would inflate instantly in 
the event of a crash, cushion driver and front seat passen­ 
gers, then deflate—all in a split second before the occu­ 
pants were even aware there had been a collision. 
Bugs remaining in the system include the ear-shattering, 
shotgunlike blast when the bag is inflated with compressed 
i?as and the very real danger of the bag inflating when it 
should not. One carmaker, Toyota, has demonstrated a 


system triggered by a radarlike device which activates the 
bag pi ioi to an actual crash, thus allowing less explosive 
inflation. 
r 
However, Edward N. Cole, president of General Motors 
terms the DOT 19/3 deadline 
unrealistic.” His engineers 
estimate it would take more than 12 years to develop a 
fail-safe passive restraint system. Eord spokesmen concur. 
Says Transportation Secretary John Volpe, accustomed to 
Detroit’s bellyaching: “ I know they (air bags) work. I’ve 
seen them work. There is too much at stake to turn back.” 
More than 12 years to perfect an air bag? Luckily for 
the United States it was not the auto industry whom John 
r . Kennedy asked to build a moon rocket in a mere 9 years. 
Two years for one more 


American legislators might give some thought to this: 
In Japan, their counterparts are considering a nation­ 
wide law that would provide a maximum prison sentence 
of two years for an automobile driver involved in an acci­ 
dent after having one or more drinks. 


And what’s more, the same penalty would apply to the 
person who provided the motorist with the drinks.

Thorn in my memory 


The U.S. Army Engineer District 
has published an illustrated folder 
type recap of the Lompoc flood plain 
area showing in stark detail the 
results ot the 1969 floods and the 
threat that hangs over the area. 
Seven.- photographs 
from 
the 
Lompoc Record issues of January 
and February 1969 tell the story- 
better than the text. The pictures 
will remind spectators of the some­ 
times frightening sweep of the flood 
waters and the devastating damage 
wrought on the land. 
One of the pictures in particular 
recalls an experience of this writer 
I drove out of the city sewer plant on 
Central 
Avenue, 
heading 
west 
because 
the easterly access 
to 
Lompoc was Hooded out. I could 
have driven south on Bailey Avenue, 
but instead I elected to go west, 
planning 
I 
suppose 
to 
turn 
at 
Floradale 
Avenue. 
That 
snap 
decision was almost my undoing. As 
I approached Floradale Avenue the 
flood 
waters 
which 
had 
been 
overflowing the banks ot the Santa 
Ynez River, west ol the sewer plant, 
began to breach Central Avenue. 
Water 
was 
flowing 
across 
the 
avenue a foot deep. It caught the 
wheels of my Volkswagen, sliding 
me and the little bug toward the 
south edge of *the roadway and a 
ditch that was already flowing with 
a couple feet of slimy water. I recall 
two sensations: 
one
